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HE Division of Simplified Prac- 

tice of the Department of Com- 
merce has been making really 
great strides in its work of simpli- 
fying manufacturers’ lines and 
eliminating waste in industry, but 
it hasn’t been receiving too much 
help from automotive wholesalers. 
Too many are passing the buck 
to the manufacturer and taking 
the stand that it is the manufac- 
turer's problem and his alone. 
This isn’t true for, since simplifi- 
cation results in better mer- 
chandise at a lower price, higher 
wages and improved standards of 
living, all should be interested in 
the process. 

Simplification, according to the 
division's lights. is merely the elim- 
ination of styles, types, patterns and 
other immaterial differences in com- 
mon-place articles which are un- 
necessary, uncalled for and therefore 
unprofitable. An excellent illustra- 
tion is that of electric lamps. A 
while ago forty-five sizes. or capa- 
cities, were being made. Today, 
after simplifications, five sizes are 
found to be sufficient to do the 
same work and consumers can buy 
a better lamp for a quarter than 
they used to get for a dollar 

This same process has been at 
work in the rubber industry and 
we find today far fewer sizes of 
tires needed than one had to stock 
five or even two years ago. 

According to the division, 25 per 
cent. of the lines now being manu- 
factured would adequately serve 
every trade demand. It seems to be 
a pretty safe assumption that if 
everybody would get behind the 
movement, a very large portion of 
the stickers on wholesalers’ shelves 
would cease to accumulate and 
would go out with the useless 75 
per cent.
